Te*- 
terday hi* oldeat and largaat hive of boos 
■wai aied npon a huge apple tree Ju*t back 
ol his but Vsariog that they would 
eaoape him, the •oventy-six-year-old man 
ellmbod the tree, a dl*tance of twenty liro 
teat. Ue fell to the ground, stirrir.g up 
the bass la hi* descent. The bees followed 
him down abd eempletely covered him ii 
thoir anger, stinging him hundreds of 
times. Willi une leg broken, thncagotorr. 
from hi* face, and too weak to Aght the ir- 
aaots he was praotloslly at tbelr mercy. 
They literally stnng the old man to death. 
When ba waa foaod the bees atiU a Warmed 
upoB bis body, whieb pretantad a plHaWa

Aid rich had recently phiced a 
largo farm bell near his dwelling, 
to be used instead ot the cummon 
"diiin)?t horn." Home luiecbisvous 
boys and yeung m«n of the aeigh- 
boihoodhad fnqiuentlv beesiannoy- 
ing Aldrich b.v ringing the hell dur- 
ing the night, and he nl last declar- 
ed that he Would kill thh next one 
who rung tiie Ueli.
